HIS SHIPS WILL NEVER TROUBLE 


AMERICAN NAVY.

27—Special—Admiral 
Cervera's 


squadron is practically eliminated from the pending conflict 
His ships, the most formidable in the Spanish navy, are ab- 
solutely useless for offensive operations, for they are as se- 
curely sequestered as if they were locked in a submarine dun- 
geon and the key dropped into a bottomless pit.

Santiago is impossible. Any attempt at escape would in- 
volve certain destruction. That the prison may be made 
more secure, however; Commodore Schley has made arrange- 
ments to close the mouth of the harbor against the passage 
of all vessels sa\e those of the lightest draft 
Within a few 


days btrges filled with rock and scrap iron will be sunk in 
the 2oo-foot channel, thus establishing a blockade far more 
effective than any could be maintained by the most formid- 
able fleet. This will leave Schley's squadron free to partici- 
pate in the assault upon Porto Rico or Havana.

The Manchester Cuardlan publishes

"With tlie United States possessing 


the chief harbor of the Philippines by 
right of conquest, it would lie nn act 
of war for France to seek to carry out 
a transfer of territory.

States possesses the islaudu of Luzon 
and Ciila, In the autumn, cerialn Ku-

recognize the right of Europe to Inter- 
vene, It IB stated that the powers men- 
tioned will send their lleets to put Cuba 
under International rule, ns was dona 
in the case o£ Crete, until the with- 
drawal of the Spanish forces and the 
establishment of a regular local gov- 
ernmettt. The powers will attempt to 
Justify such Intervention on the ground 
that a continuance of the war threat- 
ens the general peace of Europe.
